T Heſecondpart confirmes the former proofes,by ma- 
 nifeſtprovfes alſo from CAntiquity.that the viſible 
Church of Rome doth erre in 4 principall paynt of Chri- 
flian doctrine, as namely, touching the Sacrament of 
the bleſſed Body and Blood of our Lord and Sauidur le- 
ſas Chriſt, 
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Oo d Reader, my ſelfe being a Lay 
NN 7 man, and altogether vnſ kilſull in 
Artes, Lam therefore to entreat of 
NN thee ( being aſcholer) that thou 
eu ile not ſo much regard the maner 
aud forme of this my weake worke, as the mat- 
ter and ſubſtance it ſelfe, which is no other thing 
in Fea, but certaine manifeſt proofes from An- 
tiquity, that the Church of Rome doth erre, pro- 
ued by ſuch ancient witneſſes, as the Papiſts 
themſelues allow for lawfull; and fo forcible are 
thoſe witneſſes againſt thoſe Romiſh aduerſaries, 
that if hercafter any of them ſhall go about to 
reply againſt this Treatiſe enſuing, they ſhall but 
thereby the more lay open their owne follies and 
ſhame, in ſtriving a22inſt the invincible ſtreame; 
for great is the Trueth, and it will preuayle : yea, 
what can more confound the learned aduerſary, 
or (as S.Paalſayth *) condemne him to erre in 7. 5: 
his one iudgement, then to find himſeltc alto- 
gether vnable (Without abſurd cauelling and vn- 
direct dealing) to teſiſt the weakeneſſe of a ſim-

ple Lay man, fighting in Trueths behalfe? for 
notwithſtanding my Sixe demaunds to the lear- 
ned Papiſts, be the ſimpleſt booke that euer hi- 
therto hath bene brought foorth againſt them, 
yet are they not able to reply directly againſt it, 
without abſurdity, Whereups, I doubt, they will 
ſeemetoſ korne to vouchſafe it an anſwere. 

But here by the way, l acknowledge (and that 
ſincetely) that it is vnmeete for any Lay man, al- 
though neuer ſo great a ſcholer, to take to him- 
ſelfe the office of iniſtery in the Church, or to 
clime vp to the Pulpit, before he be lawfully cal. 
led to that holy and teuerend function: But for 
Lay men decently to inſtruct and admoniſh one 
another, it is no nouelty, but a thing allowable 
in the Churchmany yeeres ſince, as witneſſeth S. 


Hierome, who ſayth playnely, * that the Apoſtle 


Paul doth teach, that Lay men ought to haue the 
Scriptures abundantly, and to inſtruct and ad- 


moniſh one another, &c. But if it be tolerable for 
Lay men to admoniſh one another, it followes 
then ſbecauſe all are not ſcholers) that ſume of 


them may be alſo tolerated to write ſimply and 
playnely, and according to that maner ot ſpeach 
which the common vulgar ſort do viuallyſpeake, 
who neuer ſpeake more cloquently, then when 
they ſpeake irueth ſincerely and playnely, and 
then they thinke they ſpeake very well, it they be 

vnderſtood

vnderſtood very well. 
But perhaps, ſome learned Aduerſary will ob- 
iect (according to his vſuall maner) againſt theſe 
| proofes, which I haue here cited from ſome of 
| the ancient Fathers, living in the Church aboue 
| a thouſand yeeres fince, that they haue bene 
| brought forth already by diuers learned men, & 
| long fince anſwered by learſ ed men allo, & ther- 
| fore in vaine for me being a Lay man vnlearned, 
to cite them againe, thinking that I haue but ga- 
| thered them here and there outot other mens 
1 workes, where they haue bene collected before, 
and for that cauſe like wile, ſtom me the leſſe to be 
regarded. 
Theſe things being obiected, I anſwere, True 
| it is, that the ſame proofcs haue long ſince bene 
brought forth againſt the Aduerſaries, & by thẽ 
alſo anſwered;but how well, or how ill they haue 
bia anſwered, let that be tryed by thoſe Chiiſti- 
| ans which are of ſoũd iudgement; fort:1s I da: c 
| auouch, that a law full witneſſe being brought a- 
gainſt any mi, it is no leſſe then an abſurd anſv er 
in that man whoſocuer, to reply, that the ſame 
witneſſe, in ſpeaking of one thing, doth thereby 
| meane another But into the ſame ſtrayte are all 
Heretiks brought, by reſiſting the appatãt truth. 
And this is a principal marke to he ay med at in 


this our corrupt age, in which there is ſo much 
A oy di Ne lion

diſſenſion and controverſie among profeſſed 
Chriſtians, For it our aduerſaties might be per- 
mitted to anſwere io abſurdly, andto paſſe from 
one poynt to another, before ſome one poynt 
onely be throughly decided; all the labout wee 
take, to cleanſe them from their infectious ſpots 
bol errour, would proue but labour in vayne:but 
{God be thanked) the faith full know well, how 
to preuent the ſilly (hittes of Heretikes, and fo 
with little labour, cyther to convert them, or 

confound them: for commonly the Heretike 

5 may be condemned by his owne mouth, his doc. 
trine coptradicting ſome trueth in Scripture, 
which himſclfe profctleth to beleeue: for where 
traditions and cuſtomes of men are regarded be- 
tore holy Scripture, there ignorance doth ſoone 
beget etrour; eſpecially if diuers things called 
by one name, be not fo perfectly diſtinguiſned, 

but that the one may be taken for the other. 

But let the ignorant leatne, fitſt touching faith. 

A true faith which worketh by loue, is one thing; 

and a verball or vaine faith another. 

Secondly, touching iuſtification; A iuſtificati- 

on befote God, is one thing; and a iuſtification 

betore men, another : for God iuſtifieth accot- 

ding to the inwardheart, (by the good tree, true 

faith: but man iuſtifieth according to the out- 

ward declaration, (by the fruits procceding fro 

that 
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firſt iuſſification, denyes not the ſecond ; for he 
ſayth, if Abraham were inflified by workes he hath 


wherein to reieyce, but not with God, e&r6.N S. Iames Rom. 4. 


treating of the ſecond, denyes not the firſt: for he 
graunts, Abraham beletuing Goa, it was imputed vn. 
to him for righie ouſneſſe, &ec N | 

Thirdly, touching the Church: The ſociety of 
the faithfull. which liue by true faith, (and there- 
fore hell gates not poſſible to preuayle againft 
them) is one thing; and a viſible congregation, 
which may profeſſe Chriſt by words, and deny 
him by deeds, another. 

Fourthly, touching Baptiſme; the outward 


Sacrament, the waſhing of the outward inan, is 


one thing, and the inwaid grace, the clenſing of 


the inward man, another. 
Fiftly, touching the Euchariſt: The outward 


Sacrament aiſo,toode for the Body, is one thing; 


and the inward matter, euerlaſting life for tte 
ſoule, another: and ſo foorth in the like. 

Now, the fait hfull. knowing well the differen- 
ces in theſe things, and that the one may be ct- 
tentimes taken without the other, will ncuer 
permit the aduerſary to paſſe away vncottected) 
with any vntrueth therein, be it neuer lo lite ; 
becaule from one error, another may enſue; bur

And becauſe God may giue that heauenly 
bleſſing to whom he will, and without reſpect of 
perſons q, in hope of the ſame bleſſing vpon this 
my little labour, (rude and harſh in mager and 
forme, though in ſubſtance according to trueth) 


I will now require no more of thee (courteous 


Reader,) but that thou wilt permit it thy fauou- 
rable paſport, (and not to reiect the maner of it, 
more then to reſpect the matter in it;) in ſo doing 
thou ſhalt declare thy ſelte a moſt Faithfull 
friend to the ſimple Trueth, and there- 
by not iuſtly to offend any 
whoſocuer.
